Claims 1-3 and 5-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not each the claimed plasma system having a chamber, gas introduction 
elements, and transfer pipe as per claims 1,3 and 5, such system inclusive of a light 
shield in contact with the inner wall of the chamber at an active species introduction 
portion into the chamber. As per claim 8 the prior art does not teach the claimed method 
of ashing of resist in a hydrogen and inert gas composition with creation of active 
species and use of a light shield on the inner wall of the chamber at a portion where the 
active species are introduced into the chamber
